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Continuation of 13. Other: The new claim language in claim 1 "performing synthesis filter optimization" is considered an obvious result 
from the joint optimization taught in figure 3 of Gao (combined with Kroon under 35 LISC 103). However, the applicant's arguments 
erroneously refer to a 35 USC 102 rejection under Kroon which does not exist. Therefore, the applicant Is assumed to concede that this 
trivial limitation Is obvious, especially in view of the teachings of Chen (previously aplled to claims 9-15, 18, and 20-25) who explicitly 
states: re-optimize the synthesis filter parameters in his abstract in the absence of any timely arguments to refute the outstanding 
rejections under 35 USC 103. The prior art applied clearly teaches the mathematical relationship between roots, excitation and prediction 
coefficients (and LSP polynomials) are well known and the applicant has ignored these relationships. The amendment to the paragraph 
on page 8. lines 9-13 does not appear to contain any changes. The arguments are accepted to overcome the objection to the drawing. 
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
